They seem to find 
everything right there on the 
table and in the wine flask that 
goes with it. And the foreigner 
of good digestion who eats like¬ 
wise will feel likewise and never 
find the food monotonous.

of Rome’s populace is natural to 
a people conscious that their con-; 
tinuous history goes back at least 
3000 years, during 500 of which 
the whole known world was gov¬ 
erned almost entirely from their 
city, while for the next 12 centur¬ 
ies it was the undisputed capital 
and shrine of the Christian church 
in the Western world and at the 
present moment still holds that 
position for some 335,000,000 
souls. Their sturdy independence 
comes from a conviction that their 
city is a world and that while 
the Holy Father Is a resident in 
their midst it will remain so. 

There is also, within the limita¬ 
tions of the Roman character, an 
attitude of tolerance, of “live and 
let live,” and a passion for free¬ 
dom. A Roman sculptor of my 
acquaintance who had spent some 
years in Florence said to me, in 
comparing the two cities: "Every¬ 
thing in Florence is done perfectly 
to the last detail—their buildings, 
their art, their way of living, their 
manners. Everything is compact 
and close together. But each 
watches the other, gossips, criti¬ 
cizes, and makes sarcastic com¬ 
ments. Here in Rome nearly ev¬ 
erything is either unfinished or 
failing apart: there are vacant 
lots, ruins, and vas.t distances. But 
one can breathe freely and live | 
as he pleases: nobody makes any; 
comments nor shows any curiosity. 
about anybody else. Rome is a 
city where one can live spacious¬ 
ly, no matter how small his quar¬ 
ters!” 

Perhaps it is this spaciousness 
which was partly responsible for 
my impression that the night life 
in Rome during the Fascist re¬ 
gime was surprisingly quiet for 
a city of over a million and a 
quarter' population. For Rome, 
like Washington, D.C., is a city 
of magnificent distances, and in 
Rome are various quarters, each 
with its peculiar characteristics 
and traditions. On my first visit 
the bells, horns, klaxons and si¬ 
rens of trams, taxis, buses and 
private cars filled the night with 
uproar. But this bedlam became so 
constant that pedestrians and ve¬ 
hicles alike ceased paying atten¬ 
tion to the supposed warnings, 
the Government observed 
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"With death.” Ard Deyonski 
laughed a mirth which held no 
humor in its ugliness of hate. 

Herr Nobody started for the 
rack to get his belt and gun, but 
Deyonski was impatient to go and 
said he wouldn’t need it.* 

In the elevator Deyonski asked 
his counterpart how he would 
escape from Germany had he the 
chance. The pseudo official looked 
embarrassed to answer such a 
question in the presence of the 
elevator operator.

"I would get someone to fly me 
out.” 

"Who?” 

Herr Nobody looked distressed, 
terribly distressed. The Gestapo 
watched all Germany, and all 
Germany watched all Germany. 
What a steel collar Hitler had 
around the necks of his country¬ 
men—never before paralleled in 
history! Then a note of genuine 
excitement came into his speech: 
“I would not leave the country! 
You are only trying to pull my 
leg. I am a good German. I shall 
stay and fight to the bitter end!” 

The operator seemed pleased. 
Deyonski roared that he didn’t 
like the phrase "bitter end.” Ger¬ 
many was not defeated, nor would 
she ever be defeated. He, Dey¬ 
onski, had another surprise for 
the Allies. He had a new secret 
weapon. His eyes glittered. Un¬ 
der his magic, under this sudden 
burst of oratory, both men were 
profoundly impressed. The eleva¬ 
tor came to a stop.

The Assessor will require 
a sworn statement showing that 
you are entitled to the exemption. 


He may ask that you sign it per¬ 
sonally and have your signature 
verified by an authorized military 
officer. If you are overseas, a 
close relative or agent may sign 
in your behalf. 

We are calling this tax exemp¬ 
tion matter to your attention as 
a part of our service to customers 
in the armed forces. As an added 
service to military personnel, we 
have prepared the Veteran’s Man¬ 
ual which may have some helpful 
information for you.
